Inquiry into the expenditures of the war depart- 
ment proposed by Representative Graham of III 
nois is, as Lord Tennyson once remarked to Queen 
Victoria, “a subject on both sides of which a great 
deal may be said.” \ 

The undesifable features of such a program are 
centered largely in a proper apprehension that in- 
vestigation may interfere with legislation. The 
American mind is largely of the pinion that con- 
gress should be constructive, should forge ahead 
_ With measures calculated to improve the common 
‘weal, make industry powerful and labor content 
and happy. No matter what partisan hopes may 
be, gratified in a general raking out of political 
_ skeletons, the body of citizens is chiefly interested 
fs in good times, good pay, good business, good health, 
and good administration of the laws. _ 

This congress of all should get down to cold tur 
key; we've had enough crow. Railroads, construo- 
tion, food prices, manufacturing; all up in the air.

—Discharged soldiers who have failed to 
receive all the travel pay to which they

in accordance with instructions issued 
today. These instructions are as fol- 
lows: 
“ An enlisted man discharged from the 
army, under honorable conditions, is en- 
titled to receive 5 cents a mile travel pay 
from place of discharge to his actual 
bona fide home or residence, or piace of 


he elects his actual bona fide home or 
residence and it ia not the place shown 
in his service record as his home or resi- 
dence he will be paid travel pay at the 
time of discharge only to the place shown 
in service record, In order to obtain 
the difference to which he is entitled he 
should send claim therefor direct to the 

ne finance officer, Lemon building, 
Washington, D. C. (envelope to be 
marked Travel Allowance ). 

“ Such claim must be submitted in the 
form of an affidavit upon a blank form 


|which may be obtained from any army 


recruiting officer, the Red Cross, or other 
agencies organized to aid soldiers, or 


ment, Washington, D. C., and will be 
accompanied by the soldier's original 
discharge certificate, or a true copy there- 
of certified as such by an army recruit- 
ing officer.. If the original discharge cer- 
tifigate is sent it will be returned to the 
soldier after it has served its purpose.
